But preparations contin­ 
ue and when the palms of victory 
are handed to the heroes of the 
great war early next spring it will 
be a celebration not excelled since 
the most glorious days of the Roman 
Empire.' 
Workmen are now engaged in 
making highways by which the 
troops may pass along exactly the 
route followed by the forces of 
Titus and Constantine when they 
returned to Rome along the Appian 
Way and made their way through 
the Roman Forum to the capitol. 
The victorious army will march un­ 
der the famous arch of Constantine, 
through the arch of Titus, past the 
ruins of the Colisseum, which Titus 
built after his conquest of Jerusa­

No political development of the 
past several months has given the 
democratic leaders such encourage­ 
ment as they have derived from tho 
action of the majority in the New 
York assembly in voting to oust 
the socialists. 
Their elation is only slightly af­ 
fected by the fact that a large num­ 
ber of the democratic members of 
the assembly voted with the repub­ 
licans. The New York democrats 
who supported the motion to exclude 
the socialists, leaders here say, were 
misguided and will set themselves 
right. But whether they do or not, 
it is said the responsibility for the 
exclneion must rest with the republi­ 
can majority.

The reports of rioting in the streets of Berlin are a most 
sinister indication of the conditions prevailing in Germany at 
this time. Dispatches declare that there is widespread excite­ 
ment following the action of troops in shooting down and 
bayoneting rioters in front of the reichstag building. That a 
revolution is imminent is among the possibilities. 
Only recently a solemn prediction was published by Isaac 
Marcosson, who has spent many months in the interior of 
Germany.. In a published statement he declared that it will 
be almost miraculous if Germany escapes a revolution this 
winter. 
Conditions in the old empire are appalling. Hunger 
is widespread and crime almost universal. Conditions are ripe 
for a revolution to overthrow the existing government and 
establish the Red International. The reported riots in Berlin 
may well be the first mutterings of the coming storm. 
Of all the calamities that might befall civilization at this 
juncture the most calamitous would be the establishment of a 
Red republic on the Spree affiliated with the Red republic at 
Moscow. Such a development would unite 250.000,000 peo­ 
ple of central and northern Europe under the banner of the 
Red International and precipitate a war that would cause the 
world to believe that Antichrist had come. 
The furies of 
Belgium and Serbia would be forgotten before the march of 
millions of murderers freed from all the restraints of mercy 
and dedicated to the ghastly task of driving law and order 
from the face of the earth. 
Before such an alliance the recently freed peoples of cen­ 
tral Europe would be lead as lambs to the slaughter. Before 
such an invasion the free nations of the west would face a 
bloody doom. The allied nations, tom asunder by fy year of 
dissension, would be powerless to ward off the impending cat­ 
aclysm. 
And among the most likely possibilities is the pro­ 
jected alliance of all the tribes from the Kiel canal to Kam­ 
chatka, leagued in a war for the overthrow and destruction of 
everything that the world holds dear. Such a development is 
not only possible. It is almost probable. 
The calamity predicted by Marcosson is portended in the 
massacres of Berlin. 
Winter now reigns in Deutchland, and, 
reinforced by hunger and pestilence, is fertilizing the fields of 
revolution. The bloody drama unfolds just as Marcosson pre­ 
dicted, and it is more possible that the government of Noske 
has already witnessed the beginning of the end. 
The riots 
may be suppressed with little trouble, or they may send the 
red waves of fire and pillage to ever march of the empire. 
A general conflagration could not leave 
America 
un­ 
scathed. We may boast of our isolation and our freedom, but 
America can remain neither isolated nor free once the market 
places of the world are destroyed. 
We may remain seven 
thousand miles from the edge of the battle, but the destruction 
and pillage of the markets of the world will close the fac­ 
tories of America and set‘millions of our people begging for 
bread. Political freedom is our most priceless possession. But 
economic freedom belongs to the world as a whole. Hence it 
is devoutly to be hoped that this threatened disaster may not 
materialize, and peace may come back at last to a world to 
which peace has been a stranger for all these bleeding years.

this time.. Dispatches declare that there is widespread excite- 
ment following the action of troops in shooting down and 
bayoneting rioters in front of the reichstag building. That a 
revolution is imminent is among the possibilities. 


Only recently a solemn prediction was published by Isaac 


Marcosson, who has spent many months in the interior of 
Germany.. In a published statement he declared that it will 
be almost miraculous if Germany escapes a revolution this 
winter. Conditions in .the old empire are appalling. Hunger 
is widespread and crime almost universal. Conditions are ripe 
for a revolution to overthrow the existing government and 
establish the Red International. The reported riots in Berlin 
may well be the first mutterings of the coming storm. 


Of all the calamities that might befall civilization at this! 


juncture the most calamitous would be the establishment of &\ 
Red republic on the Spree affiliated with the Red republic at 
Moscow. Such a development would unite 250,000,000 peo- 
ple of central and northern Europe under the banner of the! 
Red International and precipitate a war that would cause the j 
world to believe that Antichrist had come. The furies of 
Belgium and Serbia would be forgotten before the march of 
millions of murderers freed from all the restraints of mercy 
and dedicated to the ghastly task of driving law and order 
from the face of the earth. 


Before such an alliance the recently freed peoples of cen- 


tral Europe would be lead as lambs to the slaughter. Before 
such an invasion the free nations of the west would face a 
bloody doom. The allied nations, torn asunder by a, year of 
dissension, would be powerless to ward off the impending cat- 
aclysm. And among the most likely possibilities is the pro- 
jected alliance of all the tribes from the Kiel canal to Kam- 
chatka, leagued in a war for the overthrow and destruction of 
everything that the world holds dear. 
Such a development is 


not only possible. It is almost probable. . 


The calamity predicted by Marcosson is portended in the 


massacres of Berlin. Winter, now reigns in.Deutchland, and, 
reinforced by hunger and pestilence, is fertilizing the fielcls of 
revolution. The bloody drama unfolds just as Marcosson pre- 
dicted, and it is more possible that the government of Noskej 
has already witnessed the beginning of the end. The riots 
may be suppressed with little trouble, or they may send the 
red waves of fire and pillage to ever march of the empire. 


A general conflagration could not leave 
America u n - j 


scathed. We may boast of our isolation and our freedom, butj 
America can remain neither isolated nor free once the market j 
places of the world are destroyed. 
We may remain seven 


thousand miles from the edge of the battle, but the destruction] 
and pillage of the markets of'the world will close the fac-j 
tories of America and set" millions of our people begging for 
bread. Political freedom is our most priceless possession. But 
economic freedom belongs to the world as a whole. Hence it 
is devoutly to be hoped that this threatened disaster may not 
materialize, and peace may come back at last to a world to j 
which peace has been a stranger for all these bleeding years.
